The layered look, which is also

Clothing that insulates the 
body keeps it comfortable and 
warm in cool’ rooms, Trapped, 
still air is excellent insulation. 

Clothing that traps a lot of air 
irisulates the body best. 

‘The fashionable layered look 
allows air to be trapped bet- 
ween layers and to insulate the 
body.” Try wearing two thin 
sweaters rather than one thick, 
bulky sweater for warmth. 

The two sweaters not only 
trap air themselves, but also the 
layer of air between them. The 
outer sweater must be large 
enough to allow room for that 
air. 

Clothes that fit too tightly do 
not allow air to be trapped 
between clothes and the skin. 
Loose clothing, however, 
permits air movement and the 
Joss’ of body heat.

Deny rezoning for 
development at 
Arlington Heights 


The Madison County Board 
Wednesday morning agreed 
with: numerous residents of 
Arlington Heights who objected 
to plans for development of a 10- 
acre tract in the subdivision. 

A petition bearing the 
signatures of 145 objectors was 
presented to the board and the 
board members unanimously 
voted to deny rezoning for the 
tract, despite a recom- 
mendation from the county’s 
zoning board of appeals that 
permission be granted. 

Objectors said the project 
would rely upon a’ septic tank 
system, which would endanger 
drinking water from wells 
throughout Arlington Heights. 
Existing structures in the 
subdivision are on a private 
sewer system, but the system is 
inadequate for an additional 
large development. 

The request was from Flora 
Mouser and Sam Campbell, 
seeking rezoning from 
agricultural to R-1 single family 
residential, for an odd-shaped 
lot on the east half of Section 13, 
adjoining an existing apartment 
complex. 

They also requested a 
variance in the set-back 
requiremerits at the front and 
the rear. 

A public hearing on the 
request was held Wednesday, 
Dec, 7, at which objections were

A one-year contract was 
approved for deputies which 
provides a 40-cent-per-hour 
increase, retroactive to Dec. 1,

Each deputy also will receive 
a $335 incentive payment at the 
end of the year, if he has not 
used more than five days of sick 
leave during the year 

The contract also reduces the 
number of unused sick days 
each deputy can accrue each 
year from 18 to 16 days, in a 
further effort to reduce the 
absentee rate. 

The board also approved an 
additional holiday for cour- 
thouse employes, appointed 
officials and department heads, 
the Friday after Thanksgiving. 

Another provision of the 
contract with the courthouse 
employees is that the county 
agrees that an outside ar- 
bitrator will be the final and

binding authority —_—for 
grievances which cannot be 
settled by the department head 
and the personnel committee. 

It then was decided to grant 
all non-union management and 
professional employees salary 
increases of $960 per year. 

New salaries ranging>from 
$13,660 to $25,000 were approved 
for the department heads and 
officials appointed by the 
county board. 

The board voted to advertise 
for bids for the rental or leasing 
of punch-type voting machines 
for newly-created precincts. 

Recent board action in- 
creased the number of precincts 
in the county by 25, from 197 to 
222 precincts, and Madison 
County Clerk Evelyn Bowles 
the number of voting 
machines the county owns is 
inadequate for that many 
precinets.

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City drops fight against 
proposed new restaurant 


Developers of a proposal to 
build a Taco Bell Restaurant at 
2021 Johnson Road — a move 
that was blocked by the city’s 
refusal 'to rezone the property — 
won their year-long fight at a 
meeting ‘of the City Council 
Tuesday night. 

Council members, by an 8 to5 
vote on a motion by Alderman 
Charles Douglas, instructed its 
city attorney to withdraw the 
appellate court appeal of a 
Cireuit Court decision which 
instructed the aldermen to 
grant the rezoning, 

The highly controversial issue 
in whiclt the council has been 
split on whether the restaurant 
should or should not be -built 
took. a new turn in» Tuesday 
night’s meeting after Douglas 
said that while he had been one 
of the aldermen who voted in 
favor of appealing the Circuit 
Court ruling, he had in- 
vestigated the matter further 
“and I am now convinced my 
vote was wrong.”” 

After the City Council 
rejected a plea for rezoning the 
restaurant property in October 
1976, a suit was filed in Circuit 
Court in behalf of: Guy Lahr, 
Laurabelle Hayes and Clarence 
Lahr against all 14 aldermen 
who were members of the 
council at that time.

issue’ a writ of mandamus

directing -the aldermen to 
rezone the property to the C-1 
classification. 

Early in November, Circuit 
Judge Victor J. Mosele ruled 
against the city. Judge Moscle 
said at-the time that ‘The City 
had set’ the trend in this area,’ 
noting the large number of 
restaurants and commercial 
businesses on Johnson Road. 

In its Nov. 1 meeting, the 
council voted 8 to § to appeal the 
Circuit Court decision to the 
Fifth District Appellate Court at 
Mount Vernon. 

Tuesday night's action 
followed the presentation of a 
letter from Irvin Slate, 
assistant city attorney handling 
the case for the city, noting that 
the appeal had been completed 
and that a date was to be set 
soon for hearing, the case. 

After telling the council that 
he believed his own vote on the 
appeal was wrong, Alderman 
Douglas moved that Slate be 
instructed to withdraw the 
appeal.

overtime. payments — except 
the street department. : 

“To date I haye received no 
explanation from Portell, or 
seen any reduction in overtime 
expenditures. In fact, overtime 
for street workers has -in- 
creased, despite the fact that 
some of our major sewer breaks 
have bee: \ired and should 
release wi ffom previous 
overtime assignments. 

“The mayor and the alder- 
men do not want to increase 
taxes. We have to do some belt 
tightening and if we can’t get 
what we ask for, then we have to 
do something about it.”” 

Portell replied that ‘Perhaps 
I’mat fault, but there is a report 
every day that goes to the 
controller. Our reports are 
always there, and they show 
names and the reasons for 
overtime. 

“Our overtime is a fixed cost 
and’a lot of it is of emergency 
nature,” Portell said. 

He related as an example a 
call he received from the police 
department at 3 a.m. Tuesday 
informing him a tree was down 
and blocking a street. 

“I thought I could let it go 
until morning, but I received a 
secorid call from the police and 
they said it was an emergency, 
so I called someone to take care 
of it. How are you going to 
eliminate the overtime in a case 
like that?” Portell-asked. 

“Our pumping (at sewer 
breaks) also has been a 
problem. Vandalism and wet 
weather has delayed our repair 
of the O'Hare Avenue sewer 
break. We should have been 
done two weeks ago. 

“If this is the hard line that 
you are going to take, what are 
we to do when we do have an 
emergency? I'll need some 
guidelines. We'll need an an- 
swer to this question," Portell 
said. 

Schuler noted that it is 
necessary for him to “know 
what is going on.” 

Portell replied that ‘I think 
reports have been made, but 
you haven't got them. ’ll 
discuss this with you.” 

Alderman Gerald Parmley, 
Sixth Ward, said he thought any 
failure to cut back any place 
possible is a threat ‘because we 
are going to need every bit of 
money we have during the next 
few months to meet our budget 
obligations. 

“Spending too much overtime

now means that we are going to 
have to lay off employees later 
on,”” he said. 

“I think you two (Schuler and 
Portell) should get together on 
this and work the problem ‘out. 
We don’t want to have to face 
layofts.”” 

Warren Decatur, alderman of 
Ward Four, remarked, “This is 
the season to be jolly, but the 


way things are — I don't know. » 


Since April we've added six 
people at’ the pollution ‘plant 
(sewage treatment plant) ‘and 
with salaries and fringe 
benefits,. that’s costing us 
$96,000 a year. » 

“IT don't think we should 
single out any one department. I 
think we should have an overall 
belt tightening.”” 

Alderman Sam Whitmer said 
he hopes that “‘your (the 
mayor’s) office and the street 
department can get togetlter.”” 

Lloyd Bailey, alderman of 
Ward Five, told the council “I 
would like~ to see,” this 
straightened out. It seems that 
every meeting we come to, 
there are some kinds of 
criticisms or’remarks about the 
street department. Every 
meeting I have attended there 
have been bad comments.” 

After a remark by Alderman 
Roy Poulos that ‘‘the streets are 
in bad shape now,” Portell told 
the council: 

“We started in thé bad 
weather with 100 tons of mixed 
material — salt and cinders. We 
bought another 200 tons of salt 
and we have used all of our 
stockpile of cinders. I don’t 
know where we are going to get 
more. 

“T have one place where I 
may be able to buy cinders at $2 
per cubic yard, and this is a 
good price in view of the 
shortage.” : 

The street superintendent 
said he is to meet with a man 
who is to explain the use of a 
new chemical that activates to 
prevent freezing on roadways 
down as low as zero, “I think 
this is the way we are going to 
have to go,” Portell added. 

Whitmer said that he has been 
receiving complaints from 
residents living along the city’s 
new snow routes, and noted that 
“we may need to take a new 
look at it.” 

He said that the routés were 
plowed, but that the plowing 
covered the driveways. 

“Those people living’ along 
those routes were stuck. They 
had to clear out their drives 
before they could get into the 
street, Whitmer ‘said, noting 
that “the elderly people really 
have a problem with this.”

Emergency 
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Ambulance Service _was 

inaugurated in March 1977, 
+ ambulance service locally has 
become a ‘smooth, polished 
operation, 

“When I look at the problems 
St. Louis ‘is having with their 
ambulance service and those in 
other places, it makes me feel 
good to look at ours,’’ Fire Chief 
Don Parente said Tuesday. 

“Our men are qualified and 
well-trained, and they are doing 
one heck of a job. 

“I believe the program is 
really successful. Since we 
started in March, very few 
peeple. have had to wait for an 
ambulance. 

“We do respond immediately 
and up to now there’s been no 
situation where we've had to 
use an outside ambulance as 
backup,” the fire chief said. 

When Parente took over as 
fire chief on May 1, 1973, he had 
a force of 39 firemen. 

His current force: includes 
48 firemen, 20 trained 
Emergency Medical 
Technicians (EMT) and two 
women. 

The distaff side is represented 
by two young women, Mrs. 
Cookie (Barker) White, 
secretary to the chief and all- 
around “Girl Friday” for the 
department, and Mrs. Claudia 
Kelly, whose principal function 
is billing clerk for the GC 
Ambulance Service. 

It appears that Parente’s 
views onthe efficiency of his 
EMT crews are not confined to 
the chief alone. 

“We receive lots of calls and 
letters, all the time, telling us 
the prompt service we have 
provided is definitely ap- 
preciated,” Parente said. 

“Sometimes, people stop by 
the fire station to thank us in 
person, “Mrs. Barker added, 
“but mostly we get the thank 
you's by phone.” 

“Really, we haven’t received 
any ‘bad’ comments or reports, 
“the fire chief stated. 
“Occasionally, we'll get a call 
concerning fees, or someone not 
understanding ‘a bill they've 
received, but nothing bad.” 

The ambulance service 
receives between 10 and 12 
calls a day — mostly to ac- 
cidents, but quite a few are in 
response to situations in- 
volving heart attack victims. 
Some are patient transfers 
from one hospital to another. 

The GC Ambulance Service 
responds to calls within a 
preseribed boundary, 
established by city ordinance, 
and within a radius of 40 miles, 
also set forth by law. 

To the west, the Mississippi 
River is the border line, while 
Highways 111 and 162 form the 
eastern boundary 

The Hartford Canal is the 
northern periphery and Second 
Street and Madison Avenue 
(Highway 203) creates the 
southerly-most line, 

Under the one-year federal 
grant, which finances the 
ambulance operation until 
March 15, 1978, the ‘service is 
limited to runs of 40 miles. 

This distance enables the 
vehicles to make trips to Scott 
Air Force Base Hospital, 
Belleville, if necessary, Parente 
said. 

The City Ambulance Service 
also ‘provides backup yehicles 
for two other area ambulance 
services. 

As noted, the city operated 
service is not confined to 
Granite City residents only, 
although. the cost is, slightly 
higher to nén-residents, 

The fee is $50 for a Granite 
City resident within the city 
limits, plus $1 per mile outside 
the boundaries, and $70, plus $1 
a mile, for non-residents.

‘The amounts are comparable 
to se¥vices in other com- 
munities, and better than most. 

The Edwardsville and 
Collinsville services charge the 
same basic fee, but also have a 
charge for oxygen and -other 
supplies in addition. Granite 
City does not. 

“Our biggest problem right 
now is the slow rate of collection 
on our fees,” Parente said. 

‘The top offender in non- 
payment is the private citizen, 
whe is not covered by in- 
surance,/it was learned. 

Adding to this dilemma, 
however, is the slow reim- 
bursement of fees from Public 
Aid, Medicare and the in- 
surance companies themselves, 
sometimes taking six months. 

“We can collect 
percent of the fee from Public 
Aid and cannot bill the patient 
himself for the remainder. 

“Medicare patients fees also 
are 80 percent collectible, but 
we can bill the individual for the 
other 20 percent. The trouble is 
that most of those on Medicare 
are elderly péople without the 
money,” Parente said. 

Right now, the Mayor, fire 
chief, members of the City 
Council Traffic Committee and 
the city attorney are attempting 
to come up witha solution on fee 
collecting and expect to have a 
workable course of action ready 
for approval after Jan. 1, 
Parente said. 

Twenty EMTs form the duty 
roster for the ambulance ser- 
vice here. All were hired 
through the Manpower 
Development program 

Twelve were hired ‘off the 
street’ last March and eight 
already were employed through 
Manpower in other city 
departments, Parente ex- 
plained. 

Six regular firemen, who also 
are EMTs, are part of the 
program and can be utilized in 
either capacity, the fire chief 
said, 

A pre-requisite for par- 
ticipating in the Manpower 
program is the individual must 
Have been unemployed for a 
period of 15 weeks. 

Many applied for the EMT 
jobs and their applications were 
evaluated thoroughly before 
being trained and assigned, it 
was learned. 


“We started out 
guys,” Parente said. 

“The initial group took the 81- 
hour EMT course, graduating 
on March 15, and went to work 
on the midnight shift the same 
night,” he pointed out. 

The average age of the am- 
bulance EMT crew is 23 or 24 
The youngest is Larry 
LeMaster, 20, and the oldest 
EMT is 34. 

Eight are over 25 years old 
and are assigned as drivers, due 
to better insurance rates, and 
about half of the men are 
married. 

Chief Parente noted the 
department has applications on 
file to fill any other EMT 
positions. 

“We had one woman who was 
qualified and applied in the 
original group, but it turned out 
She lived in St. Louis and could 
not meet the residency 
requirement.” As with firemen 
and other city employees, this is 
a rule:for employment. 


Parente would like to see his 
EMTs go into the more ad- 
vanced training and become 
certified para-medics. The 
training consists of 200 hours 
and presently is only available 
at a university or some junior 
colleges: 

“Tt is very hard for guys 
working shifts to attend para- 
medic courses elsewhere. Once 
we are-established fully, we 
may be able to get an instructor 
to come in and give the course 
here to fit in with the shift 
work,” he sj lated. 

The EMTs work either from 7 
a.m. to 5 p.m. or from 5 p.m. 
until 7 a.m., or a 42 hour week. 
‘They are on two days, have two 
days off duty and a three-day 
weekend off every other 
weekend, he explained. 

The department is not 
Standing still nor resting on its 
Jaurels, and the men are 
upgrading themselves all the 
time.

It takes about 45 minutes to 
give it and is no big deal for the 
donor. But it is a very big deal 
for the person on the receiving 
end. 

When one needs blood,-either 
under an emergency condition 
or in the course of surgery, most 
people don’t stop to think about 
who was responsible for sup- 
plying that blood. 

The Red Cross doesn’t 
supply the blood, nor do the 
hospitals. Only people can 
supply the blood for other 


people. 

Blood cannot be manufac- 
tured. It. comes. only from 
human beings who care enough #4 
about other human beings to 
recycle part of their lives, 

What makes blood such a 
valuable community resource is 
that it has become widely used 
in therapy during the last 10 
years, producing cures one 
thought were impossible. 

Since the introduction of 
component therapy, one unit of 
blood has been used to treat as 
many as four different patients. 

In addition, each of the 
component parts — red cells, 
white cells, platelets and 
plasma — can be used in 
treating many diseases. 

Physicians give patients only 
that part of the blood best suited 
to treat a particular illness.

Because these patients cannot 
make thejr own platelets, they 
must depend on transfusions of 
this blood component from 
other people.

Since 1908, when Peoria High 
School beat Rock Island 48-29 at 
the Oak Park YMCA Gym in the 
first state basketball tour- 
nament, Illinois in the ver- 
nacular of the times is “up for 
grabs” until a new state 
champion is. decided. 

THE LATE LEWIS OMER, 
then athletic director of Oak 
Park High School, originated 
the idea of the state tour- 
nament. Thirteen teams were 
invited. 

The next year, following 
Omer’s suggestion, the infant 
Illinois High School Athletic 
Association togk over the 
venture, which hgs emerged as 
one of the most widely 
publicized id competitive 


Rockford’s 60-point effort was 


. destined to be a title game 


record for the next 34 years. 

For several years then, the 
tournament was alternated 
between Bradley and Millikin 
University in Decatur. 

In 1918, Springfield High 
School’s gym was the site of the 
torunament — the only time it 
has been held in a high school 
facility — and the famed Arthur 
L. Trout guided his Centralia 
Orphans to the first of three 
titles they would win under-his 
Jeadership. At the same time, 
much-respected Sports Editor 
Fred ‘“Brick”’ Young of the 
Bloomington Pantagraph’ of- 
ficiated in his first of a record 12 
consecutive state tournaments. 

Finally, in 1919, the state 
tournament found a home in 
Champaign on the campus of 
the University of Illinois. The 

_ first seven tournaments played 


on the home court of the 
“Fighting Ilini’’ were in the Old 
Gym Annex. 

‘When Huff Gym was opened 
in 1926, the emotional appeal — 
as well as the demand for 
tickets — of the tournament 
mushroomed. 

Since 1963, the University’s 
concrete “flying -saucer’”’~ 
‘Assembly Hall, i with -@ seating — 
capacity of 15,877 — has been 
the site of the state tournament. 

CHANGES IN PLAYING 
format of the tournament have 
generally spawned increased 
fan interest and availability of | 
tickets, since the ‘first “‘sweet 

sixteen” in 1934. 

In 1936, the series’ of com- 
petition was established to 
include tournament play at the 
district, regional, sectional and 
“sweet sixteen” level: 

In 1941, a one-year ex- 
periment with a four-team state. 
final was conducted. 

Next significant change came 
in 1956, when the present 
systetn.of eight super-sectional 
encounters began producing an 
“elite eight’’ set of finalists who 
advance to Champaign for the 
statewide televised state 
tournament. 

The two-class system was 
initiated in 1972 with state- 
record-streak shattering Dolton 
(Thornridge) taking the Class 
AA (for schools _ with 
enrollments of 751 or more) 
title. Lawrenceville claimed the 
Class A. (for schools with 


enrollments of 750 or less) 
trophy. ¢ 
The awards have become 
among the most highly-sought 
trophies in the nation. 
Members of the first field of

Canton, 24-13. Initial champion

The 
Runnin’ Reds finally captured a 
73-72 overtime victory, but only 
after the score was tied or the 
lead changed hands an in- 
credible 33 — count.’em, 33 — 
times. 

One of the most devasting 
performances by a team in a 
single game has to be Thor- 
nridge’s 35-point (104-69) vic- 


tory, over Quincy in the first 
Class AA title game in 1972. 
That for the Boyd Batts- 
Quinn Buckner. spearheaded 
Falcons: was No. 54 in the 
school’s S8-game staté record 
winning streak. 

Among the most memorable 
individual performances. were- 
those by. Granite City’s Andy 
Phillip-in 1940; Dwight “Dike” 
Eddleman’s  single-handed 
victory for Centralia: in 1942; 
Max Hooper's total of 57 points 
in back-to-back title. gamés to 
give Mt. Vernon the 1949:and ’50, 
championships. 

Also, George - Wilson's 
smooth-as-silk play at center 
for Chicago. Marshall in 1958, 
and again in 1960; Collinsville’s 
Bogie Redmon in the Kahoks’ 
32-0 season that concluded with 
an 84-50 win over Thornton 
(Harvey) in 1961; and the all- 
time tournament scoring 
performance of 6-9 Dave 
Robisch of Springfield in 1967. 

In_ 1974, Lawrenceyille 
became the first school since 
the origination of the two-class 
system to. claim a second title in 
Class A competition. 

Coach Ron Felling’s Indians, 
led by forward Rick Leighty, 
fought off Ottawa Marquette’s 
comeback bid to win 54-53 in 
what was at the time the closest 
title game in Class A’s brief 
history.

' Price—Missile force may become vulnerable 


Many members of’ Congress 
have been concerned about 
actions of the White House in 
canceling or delaying key 
weapons programs. The 
members have expressed ob- 
jections on purely military 
grounds, but some have, looked 
farther and have noted in- 
consistency in Administration 
defense and disarmament 
policies. Congressman Melvin 
Price, chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, 
sent the following letter to 
President Carter in which the 
chairman raised that issue: 

Dear Mr, President: 

I am writing to express my 
deep concern over recent 
Administration decisions 
which, in my judgment, could 
seriously impair the strategic 
defense posture of the United 
States. 

As you can appreciate, I 
.Personally found it-difficult to 

> accept your recommendation of 
June 30, 1977, to terminate 
production of the B-1 aircraft. 

Asa long-term member of the 
Armed Services Committee, I 

«have observed the United 
States’ effort over the past 16 
years to build a follow-on to the 
B-52 strategic bomber.

force. 
One of my deepest concerns, 


which I believe is shared by 
members of the Armed Services 
Committee, is the seeming lack 
of correlation and adequate 
interchange between those in 
the military departments 
principally’ concerned for our 
strategic capability and those 
elsewhere in the Administration 
principally responsible for 
preparation of proposals for and 
participation in SALT (arms 
limitation) negotiations.

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4 new soybean varieties 


By RON CORNWELL 
Agricultural Extension Adviser 

Over the next few years, there 
will probably be several new 
Soybean varieties released. It 
takes two to three years from 
the time a-variety.is developed 
until enough seed is available to 
release the variety for sale. 

There are four new varieties 
of soybeans you.will be hearing 
about the next few years. Ti 
include ‘Franklin, Union, 
Crawford and-Elf. 

Only one, Union, will be 
available for planting in 1978. 
‘The others should be available 
for use in 1979. 

Union, formerly L-21, has 
resistance to phytophthora rot 
and downy mildew. It matures 
after Williams but before Cutler 
71. It is a Williams with a better 
disease resistance. 

Franklin was developed with 
a resistance to race three’ cyst 
nematode. It is related to 
Custer, but yields better. 

Its maturity “is similar to 
Kent. Its biggest advantage is 
that it is resistant to race three, 
but yields more’ than: Custer, 

Tt also stands better and is 
more shatter resistant then 
Custer. 

Crawford yields more’ than 
Cutler 71, Kent or Columbus. It 
matures later than Cutler 71 
and Kent but earlier than 
Columbus. 

Elf is the new semidwarf 
hybrid developed to resist 
lodging. It has the same 
maturity as Williams, but .is 
shorter, The small size means it 
could be used well in narrow 
rows with high populations.

Vandals' parents responsible 


In an effort to reduce acts of 
vandalism and other law 
violations by juveniles, the 
Granite City Council Tuesday 
night enacted an ordinance 
subjecting parents or guardians 
to responsibility for actions of 
juveniles in violating the law. 

Alderman Gerald Parmley of 
the Sixth Ward who sponsored 
the bill said the measure ‘will 
provide another tool for the 
juvenile officer to fight the 
increasing amount of van- 
dalism committed by young 
people.” 

The ordinance is . modeled 
after one adopted by the city of 
Deerfield, Ill., where officials 
reported sharp reductions in 
youthful vandalism after 
several cases in which parents 
were fined as much as $500 for 
actions of their children. 

The bill enacted by the 
Granite City Council fixes the 
age of a minor subject to terms 
of the measure, as being bet- 
ween: 11 and 19,

Will school substitutes 
qualify for jobless pay? 


By DONNA HARTWICK 

Press-Record Staff Writer 

The Granite City Board of 
Educa on Tuesday night 
discussed at length the new 
state unemployment insurance 
program which will be in- 
stituted Jan. 1. 

Such questions as whether 
substitute employees will 
qualify for jobless pay between 
assignments are a matter of 
concern to the district. 

Tully A. Heubner, director of 
business affairs, submitted a 

; detailed report, noting that the 
district has not yet received all 
information on two new plans 
available to employers. 

By Jan. 31, public employers 
must notify the state as to which 
method of paying benefits for 
their employees they plan to 
use. 

Currently, the public em- 
‘ ployers will be given the choice 
of paying a state unemployment 

+ insurance tax or reimbursing 
the state for unemployment 
insurance benefits paid to their 
employees: 

The public employers will pay 
no federal unemployment tax, 
Heubner added. 

Additional information will be 
available following a January 
meeting to be held in Mount 
Vernon, Ill., in relation to the 
purposed program, Heubner 
said. 

“While units of local govern- 
ments and school districts 
receive no taxing authorization 
to. permanently 
mandated unemployment 
_ benefits, there were some 
‘concessions for public em- 


fund the’ 


ployers with the law passed,” 
he told the board. 

“School districts not choosing 
the reimbursement method will 
pay at a one percent con- 
tribution rate of the employee's 
salary up to $6,000. The entry 
level tax is paid by each. em- 
ployer electing to pay unem- 
ployment insurance taxes 
through the contribution 
method for the first three years 
of employer participation. 

“The legislation contains 
language which would repeal 
the Act’s coverage for all local 
governmental employees if 
found unconstitutional by the 
federal courts. 

“The legislation prohibits all 
employees of public schools — 
teachers, administrators, 
cooks, bus drivers, teacher 
aides, etc. — from drawing 
unemployment compensation 
benefits during a period bet- 
ween two successive academic 
years or terms, if the individual 
performed such service in the 
first of such academic years or 
terms and there is a reasonable 
assurance that the individual 
will perform such service in the 
second of such academic years 
or terms.”

O'Neill dissatisfied
